Applicant submits that Examiner misinterpreted 
the term "conjugated polymer". Examiner disagrees. It is unclear from the definition given in Specification whether conjugated polymers 
represent homo- or copolymers. The position is taken that neither Specification nor Claims prohibit the presence of any other units beyond 
conjugated ones. 2. Regarding rejection under 35 (JSC 1 03(a), Applicant argues that Treacher does not teach light emitting unit. However, 
since the proposed claim amendment is not entered, this argument is mooted. 
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
